R.  L.  Maitland,  \  YTJHEREAS  by  section

the  provisions  of  “  The  Meat  and  Canned

Whereas  by  section  3  of  the  said  “  Meat  and 
Canned  Foods  Act  (British  Columbia)”  power 
was  given  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Coun¬ 
cil  by  Proclamation  to  declare  that  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  any  regulations  under  the  said  “  The 
Meat  and  Canned  Foods  Act  ”  thereafter  made 
which  deal  with  canned  fish  and  canneries,  so 
far  as  those  provisions  are  within  the  legis¬ 
lative  competence  of  the  Province  and  outside 
that  of  the  Dominion,  shall  have  the  force  of 
law  in  the  Province: 

Whereas,  pursuant  to  section  3  of  the  said

1.  That,  pursuant  to  section  17  of  the  “  Elec¬ 
trical  Energy  Inspection  Act,”  being  chapter 
85  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia,  1936,”  the  rules  and  provisions  contained 
in  Part  I.  of  the  Canadian  Electrical  Code, 
promulgated  by  the  Canadian  Engineering 
Standards  Association  as  “  Publication  C22.1- 
1939,”  including  the  provisions  and  definitions 
contained  in  section  1  of  the  said  Part,  which 
is  available  in  printed  form,  be  adopted  and 
made  regulations  under  the  said  Act,  with  the 
exceptions  and  variations  following: — 

(a.)  The  definitions  of  “Inspection  Depart¬ 
ment”  and  “Inspector”  in  section  1 
and  Rule  201  (e)  shall  not  be  adopted. 
( h .)  The  following  definition  shall  be  in¬ 
serted  in  section  1  in  substitution  for 
the  definition  of  “  Inspection  Depart¬ 
ment  ” : — 

“‘Inspection  Department’:  The 
Chief  Inspector  or  any  Inspector  of 
Electrical  Energy  appointed  for  the 
purposes  of  the  ‘  Electrical  Energy  In¬ 
spection  Act.’  In  the  application  of 
these  rules  in  a  municipality  the  term 
‘  Inspection  Department’  shall,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  foregoing,  include  any  Elec¬ 
trical  Inspector  or  other  officer  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Municipal  Council  to 
enforce  the  ‘Electrical  Energy  Inspec¬ 
tion  Act.’  ” 

(r.)  I  he  words  “classed  by  local  by-laws  as 
being”  are  struck  out  in  Rule  507  (2). 
{<!.)  Rule  507  (3)  is  struck  out,  and  the  fol¬

Order  relating  to  Resort  Hotels  in  the  Hotel  and  Catering  Industry 
during  the  Summer  Season. 

rpHE  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  following  expressions  shall  have  interpretation. 

the  following  meanings  respectively : —  .  ,  , 

“  Resort  hotel  ”  means  any  establishment  in  unorganized  territory 
wherein  meals  or  lodging  are  furnished  to  the  general  public,  for 
which  a  charge  is  made: 

“  Summer  season  ”  means  and  includes  that  part  of  the  year  from  the 
29th  day  of  June  to  the  9th  day  of  September,  both  dates  inclusive. 

2.  That  no  employee  in  a  resort  hotel  shall  work  or  be  on  duty  for  more  Hours  of  work, 
than^ten  (10)  hours  in  any  one  day,  nor  for  more  than  fifty-six  (56)  hours 

in  any  one  week,  during  the  summer  season. 

3  That  every  employee  in  resort  hotels  who  is  employed  for  a  greater  overtime  payment, 
number  of  hours  than  forty-eight  (48)  in  any  one  week  during  the  summer 

season  shall  be  paid  for  the  time  in  excess  of  forty-eight  (48)  hours  m  any 
one  week  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  times  her  regular  rate 

of  pay.  .  .. 

4  That  every  employee  in  resort  hotels  during  the  summer  season  shall  Rest  period, 
be  given  a  rest  period  of  twenty-four  (24)  consecutive  hours  in  each  calendar 

week,  of  which  she  shall  be  duly  notified  by  her  employer.  In  exceptional 

cases,  where  it  is  recognized  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  are  unsuit¬ 

able,  and  when  the  employers  and  employees  concerned  make  application  in 
writing  that  a  different  arrangement  respecting  a  rest  period  m  respect  ot 
such  employers  and  employees  be  approved  by  the  Board,  the  Board  may 
approve  of  such  arrangement,  and  thereupon  the  arrangement  so  approved 
shall  be  applicable  to  the  said  employers  and  employees  in  lien  of  this  section.
